Dear Arie: 

It was so pleasant being with you in Copenhagen and having 
the opportunity to let numismatics kindle a friendship. I hope 
our paths cross often. 

As promised, there is enclosed, as a permanent loan to the 
Kadman Numismatic Museum, an $8 South Carolina currency note. 

No. 11, of the issue authorized at Charleston, December 23, 1776. 
This note, on its reverse, contains four Hebrew letters. Each 
note of the issue contains different Hebrew letters. The reason 
for the use of these letters was to discourage counterfeiters. 

South Carolina had a substantial Jewish population during the 
American Revolution and therefore had a font of Hebrew type. 

By mixing a Greek font, a Hebrew font, and a substantial number 
of ornaments it was hoped that a type set counterfeit would be 
most difficult to produce and the scheme worked. Of the many 
counterfeits made of paper money during the American Revolution, 
the issues with Hebrew letters were free of them. The Bill also 
shows the denomination of 13 pounds. These are South Carolina 
pounds and have no relation to British pounds. You will notice, 
also, the "Death To Counterfeit" warning. 

With respect to coin scales, you asked me to obtain the 
name of the company which has such a fine museum of coin scales. 
This is the Avery Scale Company, Birmingham, England. They have 
been making scales for over 100 years and have an excellent 
collection. 

You also indicated that certain Russian paper money had 
Hebrew on it and we were not familiar with that issue. 

If there is anything we can do for you, in America, with 
respect to numismatic research or otherwise, please do not hesitate 
to call on us.

Dear Mr. Newman: 

It was a pleasure meeting you on October 28, 1995 at the American 
Numismatic Society's COAC meeting in New York. I am the tall "retired" 
physician who has returned to school (Columbia) to obtain my Ph.D. in 
American History. This endeavor has been sparked to no small degree by 
my life-long (age 9) passion for numismatics. 

Because of your excellent Studies on Money in Early America , 
Professor Richard Bushman (Early American history) asked me to ask you 
several questions relating to Colonial coinage. You suggested that I 
write to you with specific questions for answers and references. 

Professor Bushman is delivering a lecture in New England next 
spring from a social and cultural historical point of view, in part on 
the origins and uses of American silver. He is most interested in 
obtaining primary references for the following: 

1. Where in the Americas did silver originate? 

2. What was the pathway by which a typical silver teapot made its 
way to Boston? Would it have gone from Peru/Bolivia/Mexico to the Old 
World (Spain, England) and from there to the Colonies? 

3. Is there any way to prove (you suggested mass spectroscopy 
during our talk at the ANS) that the Colonial silver originated in the 
New World? Are there primary references outlining this methodology and 
pathway? 

4. Were there any silver mines in the thirteen British-American 
colonies? 

5. From where did the early U.S. Mint obtain its silver? Is the 
story of Mrs. Washington's silver tray "donation" to the Mint 
apocryphal? (I had told Professor Bushman that I thought the Martha 
Washington story was unproved, but what about her reputed effigy on the 
1792 half disme?) 

Any primary and/or secondary references would be appreciated. 

You were also kind to ask me about my own research. I informed 
you that my Master's thesis (Columbia; Spring, 1995) was on U.S. coin 
symbolism. The exact title is "Coins and American Culture: An Analysis 
of the Relationship between Official Coinage and Society." When you 
discerned that my thesis was unpublished you requested a copy with an 
eye toward possible publication. If you are still interested in reading 
my work, please let me know. I would be honored to send you a copy.

Dear Dr. Koblenz: 

If numismatics sent you back to school I congratulate you. 
Numismatic research is my pleasure and I am so busy at it I do not 
have time to go to school. Your 28 December 1995 letter asks 
questions from your professor and I will try to give brief answers 
and put him to work on it. 

1. Silver was mined in Mexico and in Peru when the Spanish arrived. 
There were multiple sites in each area. Peru included Bolivia etc. 

2. The pathway for silver from Spanish America to Boston to make 
a teapot or eating utensils was usually by way of the West Indies. 
Barrels for rum, masts, lumber, corn and other products were traded 
to the West Indies merchants legally or illegally in exchange for 
silver coin, silver bars, etc. The Spanish American colonies 
bought rum, food, services etc. they needed by using silver. No 
coin would openly flow from Spanish colonies to Europe and back to 
English colonies as a pattern of trade, but privateers did business 
any way they could and thus silver did get to the English colonies 
as part of that trade. British colonial silversmiths were well 
able to melt, combine, and form silver whether it was coin, bars 
or broken spoons. Whether they could make a flat silver tray I do 
not know but they had crude rollers in the 18th century. The 
silver could be of varying fineness as the coins differed in 
fineness in different periods. For a colonial official such as a 
British Governor of a colony I am sure sterling sheet could be 
obtained from England as an exception and worked on by an American 
silversmith. 

3. Colonial utensils and fancier work in silver have many fineness 
differences unless sterling coinage or sterling silver was used. 

4. I am not aware of any silver mines in the 13 colonies. 

5. The early U. S. Mint operations in silver were free to a holder 
of silver coin which was worn, mutilated, of various sources, etc. 
It was desirable to convert the cobs, the holed pieces, the filed 
pieces into U.S. coin. These were mostly Spanish American which 
were tutned in, but were in adequate quantity.

For references I am not familiar with sources of silvermakers 
or their histories. I know only coins. If you wish to get bogged 
down on Spanish American silver coinage of the period Philip 
Mossman's Coinage of the Confederation book sponsored by the 
American Numismatic Society is superb. 

I presume you are aware that Lion dollars from Holland were 
a trade coin used in America and could have been melted for silver 
items. 

American coin scales of 1750 onward and some almanacs of the 
18th century show the value of Spanish American coins indicating 
they were in circulation in British America.

We have examined the 179$ United States $10.00 piece which you 
submitted to us and which belongs to Ben Bernard Schram, of St. Ixmis, 
Missouri. He stated that his father died eight years ago and had acquired 
it prior thereto. 

The weight is normal at 270-1/2 grains. On the obverse there 
are eight stars on the left and five stars on the right. On the right side 
the second and third stars from the top virtually touch. The end of a leaf 
overlaps the right side of I in the base of AMERICA on the reverse. On 
both faces there is a flat border around the perimeter and this was impossible 
for 1799 coinage because there was no flat border used on coinage at that 
time and the dentils extended all the way to the edge of the coin. The coin 
submitted seems to have been struck in a collar die to produce the edge 
reeding while the originals were milled on the edge first and subsequently 
struck without a collar die. 

We believe that the submitted piece was struck from a cast pair 
of dies and there are the following evidences of casting: 

1. There is a round lump in the crotch at 8 o’clock on the third 
star from the top of the right hand side of the face of the coin. 

2. On the lower right side of the upper right of the T in LIBERTY 
there is a widened area. 

3. There is a large lump in the field under the right side of the 
E in LIBERTY. 

4. There is a rough area in the field over the ,, i7 u of the date. 

All of the foregoing defects are not normal in genuine coinage. 

There are some dents in the coin which may be related to the cast 
die or may be damage to the coin Itself. There is a dent under the right 
side of the upright of E in STATES. There is a dent directly above the 
point of the third arrow from the left. There is a dent under the right leg 
of the last A in AMERICA.

‘The Great Western 5 ' graced El Paso with 1st brothel 


Sarah Borginnis got around. 

She came to El Paso in 1849, 
and established what report¬ 
edly was the area’s first brothel 
north of the river. But that was 
the least of her accomplish¬ 
ments. 

Sarah was a war hero. Offi¬ 
cially listed as a laundress, she 
had followed Zachary Taylor’s 
troops from Florida to Texas 
and into Mexico during the 
Mexican-American War. 

She was in her mid-30s, 
6-foot-2, and was renowned for 
her ample bosom and her shoot¬ 
ing and gambling abilities, 
among other talents. Soldiers 
approached her with caution 
and wrote of her with respect. 

In May 1846, Sarah was with 
Taylor’s troops at Fort Brown — 
where Brownsville, Texas, is 
now — when Mexican troops 
bombarded the fort. 

Most of the civilians huddled 
in the fort while artillerymen 
on the walls returned fire, 
Brownsville historian Henry 
Krausse says. Sarah didn’t 
hide. She made gallons of coffee 
and served it to the men on the 
walls. 



An account of the battle, 
published the next year, fea¬ 
tures a drawing of Sarah on the 
cover. She stands between two 
soldiers, carrying a bucket, 
dipper and cups. The caption 
reads “The ‘Heroine of Fort 
Brown.’ ” 

For her help in the battle, she 
also was given the sobriquet 
“The Great Western.” That 
nickname stuck and her fame 
spread. 

Sarah followed Taylor’s 
troops until the end of the war, 
then she headed West by herself 
for a time — until she hitched a 
ride with other troops. Samuel 
Chamberlain, one of the sol¬ 


diers, wrote about it: 

“A train of three large Chi¬ 
huahua wagons came in sight... 
preceded by a horsewoman who 
was recognized by all as Sarah 
Borginnis, the celebrated 
‘Great Western.’ She rode up to 
Colonel Washington and asked 
permission to accompany the 
expedition; the Colonel referred 
her to Major Rucker, who 
informed her that if she would 
marry one of the Dragoons, and 
be mustered in as a laundress 
she could go. 

“Her ladyship gave the mili¬ 
tary salute and replied, ‘All 
right, Major, I’ll marry the 
whole Squadron and you 
thrown in but what I go along,’ 
Riding along the front of the 
line she cried out, ‘Who wants a 
wife with fifteen thousand dol¬ 
lars, and the biggest leg in 
Mexico! Come, my beauties, 
don’t all speak at once — who is 
the lucky man?’ ” 

At first, Chamberlain wrote, 
“no one seemed disposed to 
accept the offer.” He hints that 
the Great Western had already 
been married twice in similar 
circumstances. But finally a 


man volunteered, and she was 
married to him and mustered in 
as a laundress. Later, she threw 
that man over for another 
soldier, and eventually left the 
troops in Arizona, where she 
established a brothel. 

According to El Pasoan Bill 
McGaw, a U.S. boundary sur¬ 
vey team encountered Sarah in 
April 1849, as she paddled a 
dugout canoe on the Rio 
Grande. Overjoyed at seeing the 
team, she lifted each surveyor 
off his feet in an exuberant bear 
hug and went with them back to 
El Paso. 

McGaw says Sarah went into 
partnership with Benjamin 
Franklin Coons to build a small 
hotel and restaurant in the 
settlement. Since al 1 Sarah’s 
other businesses included pros¬ 
titution, it’s a safe assumption 
that this one did, too. That 
would make it the first brothel 
in the U.S. settlement. 

John Salmon “Rip” Ford, 
blazing a trail from Austin to El 
Paso a few months later, en¬ 
countered Sarah. 

“On our side (of the Rio 
Grande) an American woman 


known as the Great Western 
kept a hotel,” he wrote. “She 
had the reputation of being 
something of the roughest 
fighter on the Rio Grande, and 
was approached in a polite, if 
not humble, manner by all of 
us.” 

Sarah was fiercely loyal to 
Taylor, and once beat up a man 
who claimed the general had 
been defeated. 

She left El Paso in 1850, and 
opened more brothels in Yuma 
and Patagonia, Ariz. 

in 1866, the Great Western 
died in Yuma at age 53. She 
was buried with full military 
honors in the federal cemetery 
at Fort Yuma.

Mexican mistresses into camp. Josiah Gregg mentions in his diary the amor¬ 
ous adventure of a faithless army surgeon, whose Mexican mistress followed 
the army from Chihuahua. Dressed in a man’s clothing, she shouldered a 
musket and rode with her paramour. Gregg reported later that he frequently 
saw her m the surgeon’s tent . 59 Samuel Chamberlain tried to have his Mexi¬ 
can concubine kept in camp as a laundress . 59 

The laundress was a traditional part of the United States army, fully recog¬ 
nized by army regulations, which assigned four of these camp women to each 
company. Early in his 1846 campaign, Taylor ordered the laundresses to be 
moved forward with the baggage to Matamoros. Often these women were 
wives of the rank and hie, and the ration list sometimes provided for their 
children to come with them to the camps. After the capture of Vera Cruz 
when Scott eliminated all surplus baggage for the march inland to the City of 
Mexico, orders barred camp women from the march. One of them, however 
refused to remain behind. Henry Moses Judah recorded her plight in his diary’: 


[April] 14 [1847] Co. “B” has for its camp woman the ugliest of her sex. 
Dutch to extremity, with her huge unseemly misshapen body, and her round 
ugly red face, she still perseveres in supposing that she keeps the flame of love 
undying in the breast of her man Clancy as she calls him. By the way, poor 
Clancy gets a whipping every little while. This woman was ordered to stay 
ehmd by Maj. Graham, but without letting herself be seen she had deposited 
her wardrobe and household furniture in a champagne basket, put it in the 
wagon, and trudged along on foot after her man Clancy. Upon her being 
seen by the Major, he ordered her to get into one of the empty wagons of 
the team then passing, and to go back to Vera Cruz, as he could not be 
bothered with women on such a march as this. Mrs. Clancy did not like the 
idea of such a forced separation and would not go. 3 men were ordered to 
accompany her to the wagon. One of them imprudently laid his hand on her 
arm, when in an instant her huge fist sent him sprawling on the ground with 
a very red eye Apparently satisfied with this exhibition of her prowess she 
accompanied the other two to the wagon, they by the way keeping at a re¬ 
spectable distance. The worst part of this was that her man Clancy sat among 
the men jommg in their laugh, and [was] not at all disposed to interfere in her 
behalf. Such a look as she gave him. It foreboded many a hard thump- it 
breathed vengeance. 60 v

Mexicans and the Camps 

As the armies moved farther into Mexico, native women did more of the 
camp work. Although Taylor cautioned his officers against employing Mex¬ 
ican servants 62 he did little to keep the natives from his camps; the forward 
movement of Taylor’s army would have been difficult without their help. On 
7 tbe Q uartermaster hired “half naked Mexicans” to unload the 
ships; Mexicans manned steamboats on the Rio Grande; when the army 
marched from Camargo to Monterey, Mexican arrieros braved guerrilla re- - 
prisafs to drive mules heavily laden with supplies; Mexicans served in the base 
hospitals at Matamoros, Vera Cruz and Jalapa. Each day, Mexican women 
came into American camps to vend their fruits, vegetables and other wares, 
lere was irony in this, as Capt. John W. Lowe noted in a letter to his son: 

We have skirmishes with them [the Mexicans] 5 or 6 miles from camp 
every few days, but others come into our Camp and sell us bread & cakes, 
pies green corn, oranges and so on, but we have to pay for them. We have to 
give 3 cents for a potatoe; 4 cents for a sweet potatoe-2 cents for a small ear 
0 corn and HV 2 cents for 3 rolls of bread as large as your hand—eggs three 
cents a piece—a pint tin cup 25 cents, an iron tablespoon 12Vz cents and al¬ 
most everything else in proportion. I would rather pay more for oranges and 
less for other things. 63 8 

By the time Scott’s army reached Jalapa the practice had become so com¬ 
monplace that the same officer was able to write: “I can scarcely realize thn*

Thank you for your interesting letter of January 24, 1980 with 
enclosures. I am enclosing a copy of my letter to Mr. Hutton which will 
clear up some points without repetition. 

The owner of the 10 shilling N.H. bill of credit of 1742 
redated Feb. 1744(5) could have it soaked apart in room temperature water, 
repaired and reassembled for photography and then have its patches put 
on it again. It is not expensive to do that. Otherwise, another example 
can be used for reproduction. 

Reproductions of satisfactory quality can be made if you want 
a modestly priced souvenir. If you want identical paper and other fine 
detail, then naturally it will be expensive. 

To clear up the technical language, it should not be said that 
the Louisbourg bills were ''reissued' 1 , as the engraved plates were "redated" 
before printing the bills. The dates of the various authorizations for 
the bills began when the attac k was undertaken and the bills were then 
printed and later spent by the Colony from time to time as needed. 

Please discuss this matter of restoring the bill with the owner. 

I have done it on many of my bills. There are professionals who do such 
restoration and I am sure you may have some in Canada, 

Please feel free to write us if we can be of further help.

I enjoyed meeting you at the Iowa convention and I was very 
pleased to discuss Minnesota matters with you. 

First, I wanted to advise you that the differences in the State 
of Minnesota note is that the name Thomas Cowan is engraved on to the 
plate on some notes and there is a line for a written payee on other notes. 

I have a $1 and $3 with the Thomas Cowan name engraved. 

I find that I do have the $5 State of Minnesota note. You 
state you had never heard of it. Similarly, I did not know about your 
$20 of the same issue, 

I found the correspondence which related to Borup and Oaks. 

There are perhaps a dosen letters beginning in 1822. None are as late 
as 1854 when the certificates of deposit were issued by the firm. If 
you are interested in these letters,trading with the Indians, going back 
to Boston, obtaining supplies for trips, and general matters, I will be 
glad to send them.

I wish to acknowledge receipt of your letter of February 
12, I960 inquiring as to the Confederate copper which 
you enclosed. I am returning the coin herewith. 

It is a modern copy of the Confederate States of America 
one cent made by Lovett, of Philadelphia. The copy, 
however, has a different reverse from the reverse on 
Lovett ’3 coin, the copy having l/lOO instead of ”1 cent". 
These modern copies have just recently appeared and 
there is another one which is l/lO. There was never 
any such Confederate die made. 

There are only twelve genuine original Confederate 
cents and all of them were struck in copper nickel. 
Hazeltine obtained the die3 about 187£ and struck off 
restrikos in copper, silver, and gold. The dins were 
thereupon defaced. 

The coin you nave is a souvenir copy but I do not know 
its source. If you learn who made these perhaps you will 
let me know as you know where you obtained thi 3 parti¬ 
cular coin.
